Fatally Injured by Auto Driven by 


Andover Man 


Arthur Pollard, of 114 Franklin street, 
Lawrence, a member of the Lawrence- 
Caswell Service Station Co., was fatally in- 
jured Saturday evening when he was struck 
by the automobile of Arthur Comeau of 
Highland road, Andover, on Massachusetts 
avenue, North Andover. Taken to the 
General hospital in Comeau’s machine, 
Pollard was pronounced dead on arrival. 

Comeau was driving along Massachusetts 
avenue in the direction of Andover about 
11 o’clock when the electric car swung into 
view from the opposite direction. The An- 
dover man said he was driving at a slow rate 
of speed as he was partially dazzled by the 
lights. When the electric car came to a 
stop, Pollard, seen for the first time, stepped 
back into the road, Comeau reported, and 
was struck by the front of the machine. 

The driver put the unconscious man in 
his automobile and sped to the hospital. 
Examination by the house surgeons showed 
that the man had died en route. 

Deceased who was a roomer in the Frank- 
lin chambers, was employed as a section- 
hand in the Pacific mill. Born in England 
48 years ago he had lived in Lawrence for the 
past thirty-six years. He was a member of 
the Lawrence lodge, No. 65, B. P. O. E., 
and of Lawrence lodge, No. 440, Loyal 
Order of Moose.

_ “Noting what made Paul great, let us find 
inspiration for ourselves in these words. 
They suggest power. How that word thrills 
our souls! It is very fascinating to watch 
manifestations of power, of mighty seas or of 
great machinery. Men like to possess 
power. Are we moved by the thought of 
spiritual power? We are stirred by a life 
filled with the Spirit of God. Such was 
Paul, a spiritual giant; he conquered o)- 
stacles, he rose above persecution. How 
much does it mean to us that we, too, may 
draw to ourselves this power of our Lord? 
We need not be spiritually delicate. Frail 
in boyhood, Roosevelt became. strong in 
later years. Let us seek to lay hold of the 
power God has for us. 

“The text suggests faith, it is an expression 
of well-grounded confidence. Paul had self- 
confidence, that was confidence in a self, 
filled with Christ, through: which Christ 
would work. Men have wrought wonders 
through believing in themselves, but that is 
not enough; God has made us to glorify and 
serve Him, and success in His sight is the 
only permanent success. I like to define 
faith as a life-giving grip on Christ. 
“These words suggest _ perseverance. 
Think of the many who have reached 
heights in any line of work, musicians, 
painters, inventors. How tenacious their 
grip to bring success to them! ‘There is 
nothing so glorious as to live for Christ. 
Shall we not be ashamed at our indifference 
and lack of perseverance in Christian efforts? 
Let us persevere, realizing that we can do all 
things in Christ, let us set our eyes on the 
prize He sets before us. 

“In the last place, these words suggest 
courage. Did nat Paul’s life exemplify that 
quality to the highest degree? If you are 
tried, if the way is hard, if difficulties press 
in upon you. rejoice because through con- 
quering, you open the way for Jesus to 
reveal what He can do through those who 
trust in Him. There is tremendous need for 
courage in these days, we are standard- 
bearers, men look to us as examples; if we 
go down in the battle of life, others will lose 
heart. We are to carry the message of the 
Gospel to those who are dead in sin. The 
church is to hold the fort of righteousness; 
woe betide if she dicker with the foe. To 
compromise is deadly. Let us go forth to 
win through heroic consecration. Let us be 
glad that we have the opportunity to be 
brave for Christ. It is our privilege to 
present Him as our Lord. Jesus, the Saviour 
and Captain, calls for volunteers to follow 
Him, not in wavs of ease, but in the thick of 
the fight. Will-you respond? Remember 
the words of the text.”

make, 

It has been the custom of the Finance 
Committee to indicate to the tax payers an 
approximate tax rate based on recom- 
mended appropriations, and estimated val- 
uation and income, and this custom is again 
followed in this report. However, we cannot 
too strongly emphasize the fact that tax 
rates are made by'the voters in the town 
meeting; whatever the amounts voted in the 
meeting these are the amounts that must 
be raised by taxatién, and the matter is 
entirely in the hands of the citizens. Be- 
cause this is true it is vitally necessary that 
all projects involving expenditures and 
brought before the town in the form of 
articles in the warrant, should be carefully 
investigated and the result of such investiga- 
tions, together with recommendations, should 
be given the voters by the proper depart- 
ment. Only by following some such pro- 
cedure can we have just and intelligent 
action. A great change has come in our 
community since the days when the great 
majority of the citizens went into the town 
meeting fully informed in regard to all the 
matters to be acted upon. 

Included in this report is a tabulation 
showing the departmental appropriations 
voted last year, the amounts actually ex- 
pended, the amounts recommended for the 
current year, and showing also the increases 
and decreases. Attention is invited to the 
items “interest” and ‘Redemption of 


bonds,” inasmuch as these items represent 
an increase of $31164.80 over the amounts 
expended last year, and these two items

An Increase 


One thing is certain about the articles 
which will be presented for consideration 
at the coming Town Meeting; there will 
be no lack of opportunity to spend 
money. Besides a possibility of in- 
creased appropriation in practically 
every department of the town, which 
really takes up most of the increase in 
possible appropriation, there are special 
articles asking for water extensions, 
sewers, land, a swimming beach, a 
grandstand, garbage disposal and nu- 
merous other expenditures to a total of 
some $84,000. Added to all this is a 
debt which must be met, an assessment 
of over $70,000 for Andover’s share in 
the new Tuberculosis hospital at Mid- 
dleton. 

Of the increases asked for, the worst 
feature of the matter from the view- 
point of the man who is anxious to keep 
Andover’s tax rate as low as possible, is 
the fact that few if any of them are open 
to much logical argument. The exces- 
sive increase in the interest and retire- 
ment of bonds items must be met, not 
only this year, but for years to come to 
cover our sewer, highway and school- 


house bonds of last year. Over two- 
thirds of the remaining increase is 
divided among five departments; 


schools, police and fire departments, 
highway construction and water de- 
partment maintenance. 

In the case of the first three items, a 
majority of each increase is for an in- 
crease in the wages of the depart- 
ment’s employees. It cannot be said 
that such a subject is not open-to dis- 
cussion. There are emphatically two 
sides to the question if the division is 
made on the basis of the efficiency of the 
employees. _ It-has been said that these 
towh employees for whom an increase 
Lis being asked are receiving not all that 
their service entitles them to. Such a 
statement indulges in personalities, and 
the subject cannot be rightly discussed 
in that manner. The prime factor to 
consider in each of the three cases, is 
whether the town wishes to receive from 
its employees; services of a certain 
grade, or services of a certain higher 
grade: Every citizen of the town wishes 
to see these three departments on the 
highest plane of efficiency and effective- 
ness possible under the circumstances. 
The present board of Selectmen is 
desirous of accomplishing the same end. 
The reasoning on which they base their 
requests for increases in pay is sound, 
and the town can hardly do less than 
grant the increases asked for. 

The highway appropriation recom- 
mended by the Finance Committee is 
equally within reason. While the report 


of the Board of Public Works shows 
items of construction which ought to be 
cared for amounting to over $60,000, 


the committee and the board as well, 
recommend only $40,000.for this work 
this year. The increase in Water De- 
partment appropriation is taken care of

by the fact that a majority of the appro- 
priation is covered by receipts from the 
department. The large number of new 
tenants has relatively increased the 
total receipts as well as the total neces- 
sary expenditures of the department. 

Of the balance of the increase, some 
$16,000, practically every department 
gets some varying amount. In every 
case, the increase is made necessary by 
the actual demands made on the depart- 
ment and not by any plan to increase its 
scope beyond an effective minimum. 
The special articles. are a different 
matter. ; 

As they stand, they represent a 
possible appropriation of over $80,000. 
The finance committee has recom- 
mended only $13,037.13 of this amount. 
Their recommendations on the matter 
of water extensions seem the only 
wise way to handle the situation. It is 
indeed unreasonable to assume that the 
town can be asked to spend $50,000 on 
public improvements bettering only a 
very small amount of property, and 
bringing back a return of much less than 
one per cent on the total expended. 
There is no other side to the question. 
The matter quite rightly belongs tothe 
Board of Public Works for their con- 
sideration and action, and not to the 
town as a whole. 

In recommending such a small pro- 
portion of the total special appropria- 
tions, the Finance Committee has in 
most cases acted wisely. The old 
question of a permanent fire chief will 
again be thrashed out. Most of the 
discussion on this matter last year 
hinged on the personal. Town projects 
ought not to be thought of in that 
manner if progress is to be made, and 
this article should be considered solely 
on its own merits. 

The article which covers the appro- 
priation asked for to continue. the 
Pomps Pond Swimming Hole, is a 
lengthy one, but it simply asks the town 
to accept a section of the general laws 
allowing them to operate a swimming 
beach and to appropriate a sum of 
money to maintain this beach. The 
Finance Committee intimates in their 
report that the scheme: has not been 
sufficiently tried out to allow the town 
to go ahead with it. Of course, those 
sponsoring the article will present to the 
town a complete survey of the activities 
of last summer, and reinforced by their 
own experience and that of some 50 
odd other towns in Massachusetts who 
have done a similar work, ought to be 
able to recommend an _ économical 
ptogram which will accomplish more 
‘than last summer’s start could do, The 
operation of a public swimming beach 
ceased to be an experiment a great many 
years ago in progressive communities, 
and with the formation of a country- 
wide organization to share and distri- 
bute the experiences of all public recre- 
ational activities, the administration of 
such a: project is not difficult. All it 
requires is a little. hard work.

In his interesting ‘Harvard Memories,” 
lately published, President-Emeritus Charles 
W. Eliot tells of the inevitable passing of 
several memorial buildings at Harvard, and 
adds these words of wisdom: 

“This is one of the subjects to which 
architects and landscape architects alike 
ought, I think, to give close attention for the 
future, the immediate future is well as the 
remote. What is a monument? What 
ought it to be? Ought it to be any structure 
or building, which has uses? Is that the 
right idea for a monument? Personally I 
think not, and I have recently testifield to 
that effect before the committee which has 
under consideration what they shall recom- 
mend to the Massachusetts Legislature in the 
way of a monument to the soldiers in the 
World War, more particularly to those from 
Massachusetts who died in that war. I 
believe that the real monuments and the sur- 
viving monuments are structures of high 
architectural and artistic merit which have 
no uses whatever. The most perfect monu- 
ment I know on the surface of our earth is the 
Washington Monument at Washington, the 
most perfect in form and in sentiment, and 
therefore the most likely to endure.”

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EDITORIAL 


The man who is laughed at today is 
revered tomorrow. They laughed at Bell 
and his is gray Edison and his electric 
light, and Langley with his crazy flying 
machine. The Wright brothers were derided, 
the discoverer of X-rays were ridiculed, and 
the “radio delusion’? brought smiles and 
amusement. 

But not now! 

It is as impossible for us to say, now, what 
the road of the future is to be, as it was 
impossible for us to say, five years ago, what 
the radio broadcast of today would be. 

An inventor wants to interest capital in 
making a roadway of steel. It will cost, if 
built, not thousands, but several hundreds 
of thousands of dollars per mile. Road 
builders laugh. The public laughs. We all 
laugh. Why pay: three hundred thousand 
dollars a mile for roads when we can get 
them for a few thousands? ; 

Twenty years ago the idea of paying 
twenty-five thousand dollars a mile for road 
was laughed at! 

This steel idea may be all wrong. It 
hasn’t been tried. It may be chimerical in 
the extreme. We don’t know. But we do 
know that laughing at it because it’s different 
is no way to prove it idiotic. Ten years ago 
people laughed at the idea of national high- 
ways. They don’t laugh any more. More 
and more people are coming to think that 
highways are as much a part of the Nation’s 
business as waterways, Panama Canal, 
battleships, an army. 

The new idea is always laughed at. 
Laughter doesn’t prove anything except the 
“stand-pat mind” of the laugher. Maybe 
steel roads at three hundred thousand 
dollars a mile are impractical. But why not 
bring something else to bear on the question 
beside laughter? ~Nobody laughs at national 
highways any more; not even Congress! 

The joke of yesterday is the fact of today. 
Mayte we will yet ride on national highways 
of steel!. They laughed at steel rails for 
locomotives, too. They laughed at trans- 
continental highways. And how they did 
laugh at De Lesseps and his’ Panama Canal!

CHEAPER ROADS BY STATE 
PURCHASES 
Wholesale Buying Saves Taxpayers’ 
Money 

That wholesale purchases of road materials 
by States as a method of saving taxpayers’ 
money is demonstrated by the records of 
several States which have adopted a central 
purchasing department for all road materials. 
North Carolina, Michigan, Illinois, Wiscon- 
sin, Delaware, Connecticut, and Indiana are 
among the good-roads States thus cutting 
out waste and centralizing their buying. 

B. H. Piepmeier, State engineer _for 
Missouri roads, estimates that centralized 
buying has saved the “show me”’ State over 
$3,000,000. In addition to the saving due to 
low prices on large lots in wholesale quanti- 
ties, the unified purchases save time, red 
tape, and duplication, Regarding the plan, 
Mr. Piepmeier says: ; 

“It could be tried with success in other 
States. The plan secures steady supply of 
cement, speeds up delivery, and reduces the 
expense to the taxpayer. North Carolina 
has saved $350,000 in three years in this way. 
The contractors are better pleased, too, on 
account of competition with privately 
operated plants.

Snapshots of an’ Eclipse. 

Immense teléscopic cameras forty 
and sixty feet long, gigantic reflectors 
and a number of smaller, instruments 
will be moved into Mexico for the pur- 
pose of photographing the sun during 
its total eclipse next September, ac- 
cording to plans announced here by 
Dr. A. E. Douglas of the University 
of Arizona, says a Tucson correspond- 
ent of the New York World. 

Doctor Douglas will head an expedi- 
tion, while a second will be conducted 
by Prof. W. A. Cogshall of the Uni- 
versity of Indiana. 

The Douglas expedition will take 
with it a forty-foot-focus camera which 
will reproduce the sun with a five-inch 
diameter. An even larger camera, 
with a sixty-foot focus, will be taken 
by the Cogshall expedition. 

These cameras will be held in posi- 
tion by means of specially constructed 
towers, 

San Felipe, 134 miles south of the 
international boundary, has been se- 
lected as the site of the Cogshall ex- 
pedition’s observation. Doctor Doug 
las has not definitely selected his loca- 
tion.

This 
strange species of mirage is sometimes 
seen in the water and sometimes in 
the air, and forms a kind of ‘moving 
spectacle, The Italian name of Fata 
Morgana is given the. mirage, because 
it is supposed to be the work of the 
fairy Morgana, the pupil of Merlin 
and the sister of King Arthur.

ADDITION TO ART TREASURES 


Finding of Portrait of Stradivarius, 
Great Violin Maker, Has Stirred 
Collectors Everywhere, 


A portrait of Stradivarius has been 
found. No picture of the great mas- 
ter had ever beer. identified and his 
face has remained a;mystery for near- 
ty 200 years. The portrait, which the 
experts who have so far examined it 
declare genuine, has come into the pos- 
session of a Cremona piano maker, 
who has always had the greatest in- 
terest in Stradivarius. He found the 
portrait in the possession of a certain 
professor, who had bought it from a 
Geneva antiquary but who kept its ex- 
istence secret. The portrait, signed by 
the painter Gialdisi, bears the name of 
the maestro and the date 1691. Stradi- 
varius is portrayed as a stern Crom- 
wellian type, with flashing dark eyes 
and flowing hair. He is shown hold- 
ing one of his famous violins against 
his breast. The interior evidence of 
the painting all corresponds to the 
contemporary descriptions of Stradi- 
varius, none of which have been in 
harmony with various paintings which 
have wrongly been thought to repre- 
sent the great violin: maker, 


“Before | Die.” 

To endow “before I die some sort of 
green place where little street urchins 
could play cricket, ‘ul accessories pro 
vided,’ was one of the dreams of Her- 
bert Jenkins, London publisher. He be- 
gan life at fifteen in a bookseller’s 
shop. He and another boy used to sit 
up half the night devouring books. 
That boy was the poet, John Mase- 
fleld. Walking to save a penny omni- 
bus fare, refusing an invitation to a 
river picnic because of a sixpenny rail- 
road fare, lunching on a bun—this is 
the picture of his early twenties, as 
he many times described it. In 1911, 
when he was about 36, his “Life of 
George Borrow” first brought him into 
public view. He has just died after 
building up a great publishing busi- 
ness. : 


World's Coal Production in 1922. 

The world production of coal in 1922 
exceeded the output for 1921 by 
72,000,000 tons, despite the drop in the 
United States occasioned by the five 
months’ miners’ strike. 

The geographical survey reported 
that the world had turned out 1,208,- 
000,000 metric tons last year. The pro- 
duction in the United Kingdom rose to 
the level of the early war years and 
counterbalanced not only the loss in 
the United States but that of all oth- 
er countries, 

The miners’ strike caused the 
United States to contribute a smaller 
part of the world’s output than at any 
time in a decade. Turning out more 
than 40 per cent of the whole for the 
seven prior years, its percentage 
slumped to 34.6 per cent in 1922, 


Old-Age Relief in Alaska, 

Alaska has an old-age pension sys- 
tem which includes a home for the 
aged, indigent Alaskans. It disburses 
monthly pensions of $12.50 to men and 
$25 to women without cost of adminis- 
tration, and maintains its home with 
only two salaried officials, a superin- 
tendent, who draws $3,000 annually, 
and a secretary, on a nominal salary 
of $50 per month. The supervision 
over pensions and the home jg carried 
out by a nan-salaried board of trus- 
tees, of which -the governor fg chair- 
man.

Increases Perfume of Flowers. 

A.process,-the invention of M. Dan- 
jel, professor of botany at Rennes, by 
which the perfume of flowers is great- 
ly increased, hus been explained be 
fore the Academie des Sciences in 
Paris. By taking two- plants of 
the same species and grafting one 
on the other—notably a wormwood 
on a chrysanthemum—he found not 
only that the grafted wormwood de- 
veloped remarkably, but its flower 
gave forth a perfume much more pow- 
erful than that of the original plant. 
Moreover the chrysanthemum had giy- 
en to the wormwood flower something 
of its own perfume. 
collected ‘the seeds of the grafted 
wormwood and the followiag-year ob- 
tained from them some fine plants.

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Let’s Feed the Birds 


Mr. Edwin Howe Forbush of the Masa 


chusetts Department of Agriculture is the 
bird expert of New England. The following 
suggestion of his is of importance not only 
for the sake of the birds and bird lovers but 
for the protection of crops the coming season. 
For birds hold insect enemies of growing 
things in check. Without them we would 
soon be overrun with insect enemies of 
growing things. 

Birds are scarce this winter because there 
is comparatively little food for them. Wild 
fruit and seeds did not develop well because 
of late spring frosts and the dry summer; 
also because great flocks\ of European 
Starlings which have not gone south this 
winter have eaten food that otherwise might 
have sustained our native birds. 

Scraps of meat or fat, meat bones, crumbs 
and such things that ordinarily go into the 
garbage can will answer to feed Chicadees, 
Nuthatches and other insect-eating birds if 
the food is hung on trees where dogs and 
cats are not likely to get it. Chaff from the 
barn floor contains weed seeds and is all 
that is necessary to feed Snowbirds, Spar- 
rows and other insect-eating birds. This ray 
be scattered on the snow, or better, thrown 
into some scratching shed for fowls or under 
a shed roof or leanto which will keep off ice, 
rain or snow. If anyone desires to spend 
money for this purpose, there are covered 
feeding shelves on the market and the birds 
may be enticed to your windows where their 
pretty ways will be a never-ending source of 
amusement for the children. Crumbs for 
the table are good food for the birds, but of 
all crumbs white bread or cracker crumbs 
/are the least nourishing, as the vital proper- 
ties of white flour are removed by the miller, 
Doughnuts, pie-crust and cake crumbs are 
much better. Split squash seeds, “baby 
chick feed” and cracked grains may be used 
and if anyone cares to buy millet, bird seed 
or suet to“feed birds, they are all good. It is 
important to provide sand or fine ashes for 
the seed-eating birds when snow covers the 
ground for then they cannot get the neces- 
sary mineral aid to bird digestion.
